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"Home Again" 
Marion Administrator Returns to Roots

Newly-appointed Marion Town Administrator 
Julia Enroth- Whitlock may appear a fresh face to some in 
the tri-town area, but she's also quite familiar to others, 
having previously served on both the Rochester Finance 
Committee and as that town's first female Selectman in 
the mid-1970s. After a difficult year-long search for 
someone to replace the retiring Ray Pickles as the town's 
Executive Secretary and Town Administrator, Marion has 
given Ms. Enroth-Whitlock the opportunity to return to 
the area where her interest in small-town politics first 
began. Ms. Enroth-Whitlock took time from her busy first 
week in the Marion Town House to talk about her past 
experiences and her recent return home. 

Wanderer: You first started working in politics in 
the Town of Rochester? 

Enroth-Whitlock: I was on the Finance 
Committee in Rochester ... in (the 1970s) through the early 
1980s. I then became the Administrative Assistant in 
Westport for five years. And during that period I still 
lived in Rochester. I was the first female Selectman in 
Rochester. 

Wanderer: During your swearing-in ceremony 
last week, (former Rochester Selectman) Harry Brown 
told me he was the one who first got you involved in 
politics. 

Enroth-Whitlock: Harry is the one who 

appointed me to the Finance Committee when I first came 
to town. I was on that for about six years and took a year 
off ... then there was a vacancy on the Board of Selectmen, 
and people talked me into running — Harry being one of 
them! 

Wanderer: What first appealed to you about 
getting involved in town politics at that time? 

Enroth-Whitlock: I was always interested in 
town government — I was a political science major. At 
that point in my life I was mainly a mother and a house 
wife ... so I wanted to do something to get involved in the 
community, keep me busy, and give me another outlet 
outside of the home. When my husband died, that's when 
I got the job in Westport. I was there for five years. I was 
the Administrative Assistant ... it's just like the Town 
Administrator. From there I went to Wellfleet — I was the 
first Town Administrator there under (a new) charter. 
And then I moved to the Cape. 

Wanderer: What are some of the differences or 
similarities between the different towns where you've 
worked? 

Enroth-Whitlock: Well each town has its own 
personality. Each one is different, really. The personality 
of the town and how they approach things is different. 
The governmental set-ups in each one of these towns has 
been different, too. In Wellfleet, it was much more 
centralized — Cthey had gone through a whole new 
charter process, and all the duties and functions of my 



position were specified in the charter. Whereas the other 
communities that I've worked in, it hasn't been as 
structured or centralized. Longmeadow was the last place 
I worked — just south of Springfield on the Connecticut 
line. It's a suburb, basically, of Springfield and Hartford. 

Wanderer: It's interesting that you decided to 
come back "home," so-to-speak — but you didn't apply in 
the first-round search for a Marion Town Administrator,

Enroth-Whitlock: Well, I didn't know about it. It's 
sort of interesting — I've known Ray (Pickles) and knew 
that he was looking to retire sometime soon, but I hadn't 
paid much more attention to it. When it was in the 
newspaper that they'd offered the job to someone from 
Westport, I was talking to my son who lives in 
Dartmouth, and he just happened to mention it to me. I 
thought: "Oh, gee, I didn't even know there had been a 
job opening there." And I jokingly said: "I always thought 
that would be a nice job to have." (My son) called me back 
and said: "Guess what, Mother? The job is open again!" 
(laughing) So he kept after me (to apply). At the time I 
had no intention of leaving Longmeadow, it was a good 
job, I liked the town. But the more I thought about it, I 
thought I'd give (Marion) a try. I thought I'd come back to 
the area sooner than I anticipated ... I had always planned 
to retire down this way. This would give me a chance to 
come back sooner — most of my family and a lot of my 
friends are still in the area. 

Wanderer: Maybe it worked out best for everyone 
— the Board of Selectmen was very disappointed that the 
other candidate turned the position down. 

Enroth-Whitlock: And he was from Westport, 
too. That's kind of ironic. It was sort of interesting the 
way it all came about ... and it wasn't preplanned, that's 
for sure! It just sort of happened as things went along and 
I got more involved in the process.

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Wanderer: Having lived and served in Rochester, 
you must know the area quite well. 

Enroth- Whitlock: Yes, and it hasn't changed that 
much, really.

Wanderer: What do you like about Marion and 
what appealed to you about this position?

Church — so I had that period in my life with a lot of 
contacts in Marion. (I also) spent a lot of time at 
Silvershell Beach, because I love the beach! 

Wanderer: How will it be to fill Ray Pickles' shoes 
after such a long tenure? 

Enroth- Whitlock: The fact that I've known Ray 
for a lot of years and the fact that he's still around I think 
is helpful. I can ask him questions as things come up and 
he has that history of how things came to be the way they 
are — I find that to be quite helpful. It's a big change for 
everybody to have someone new in the position after all 
these years. With most of the positions similar to this, I 
think the average tenure is something like five years. The 
fact that he has been here for so long is unusual. There 
will be adjustments for everybody, including me. My 
approach has always been to get in, get my feet wet, get a 
sense of how things are run, and why things are done 
certain ways — before I even try to assess things or 
suggest changes. 

Wanderer: What are some of the key challenges 
for the Marion Town Administrator's position? 

Enroth- Whitlock: Right now, the challenge is 
learning — learning all the issues and becoming familiar 
with the people, finding out who's who. That's certainly 
the initial challenge. There are a lot of things going on (in 
Marion) right now ... from the Sippican School building 
project to the wastewater filtration project that's coming 
up. I'm also going to be meeting with the individual 
department heads this week to get to know them better 
and find out about their own projects and issues. 

Wanderer: Do you see yourself staying in Marion 
for a long time like Ray Pickles? 

Enroth- Whitlock: At this point, I don't look to the 
future. I found that in my own situation it's difficult for 
me to plan long-term ... things come up in your life that 
you have no control over that sometimes change that. I

Chairman Winters wished to acknowledge that 
this was Ms. Enroth- Whitlock' s first official meeting as 
newly-appointed Town Administrator, and he readily 
welcomed her. 

"We're certainly very pleased that you're here — 
and it's much better looking at you than Ray (Pickles)," 
Chairman Winters mused. "In the short time you've been 
here, you've already given us some good advice and 
suggestions. We want to welcome you and remind you 
that you're sole purpose here is to keep us out of jail." 

"Just think, you only have 1,455 meetings to go 
before you can retire — that's 28 years," Selectman 
Dickerson added, referring to Ms. Enroth- Whitlock' s 
predecessor's long tenure. 

There being no meeting minutes to approve this 
week, the board unanimously signed and approved 
various treasury and payroll warrants for the week and 
then reviewed incoming correspondence, beginning with 
a letter from Planning Board Vice Chairman Robert F. 
Bennett asking for assistance in helping to develop a 
town-wide survey in collaboration with Intern Susan 
McGrath who is working to update the town's Master 
Plan. 

The board received notification from the Division 
of Marine Fisheries advising of annual reissue of closures 
for Holmes Brook, Jobs Cove, #57 Water Street, and the 
Beaver Dam Brook. The Department of Environmental

Protection (DEP) also submitted a copy of an Application 
from Moorings Breakwater Trust to license and maintain 
an existing pier /breakwater and rip /rap at the end of 
Moorings Road. 

The board received a copy of the Herring 
Schedule approved at the Annual Herring Meeting held 
on January 31, 2001, and also the minutes from that 
meeting.

proposal was the establishment of a drive-up window 
which would access and egress the site via a driveway on 
the busy Wareham Street (Route 6). "Wareham Street is 
U.S. Route 6," the decision stated. "Route 6 is a four-lane 
roadway. The speed limit on Route 6 at the subject 
property is 40 MPH; however, the speed limit is 50 MPH 
within a short distance of the locus." 

Given various input from residents and the 
potential impact of traffic pulling out onto Route 6 from 
the establishment's proposed drive-up window, the ZBA 
voted to deny the application for a Special Permit in this 
case, noting "the ZBA has determined that the adverse 
effects of the proposed use outweigh its beneficial impacts 
to the town or the neighborhood." 

The Massachusetts Department of Food and 
Agriculture next submitted a reminder that the board 
needs to nominate an Animal Inspector for the town. Ms. 
Enroth-Whitlock advised that the deadline is March 1. 
With that, the board unanimously voted to reappoint 
Animal Control Officer Susan King as the town's Animal 
Inspector for 2001. 

Under the Town Administrator's report for the 
week, Ms. Enroth-Whitlock first suggested that they set a 
March 1 deadline for submission of articles for the 2001 
Annual Town Meeting warrant. "I'm used to setting the 
same date for fiscal and petition articles," Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock said. When she asked if a notice should be 
published in the local newspapers, the board advised that 
they generally announce the deadline at meetings and 
that usually will suffice. 

Ms. Enroth-Whitlock also informed the board that 
she has requested a Reserve Fund Transfer to pay an 
outstanding balance to the MPF Corporation, which was 
sanctioned by the Finance Committee (FinCom). The

board also unanimously voted to approve the transfer 
request. 

The Massachusetts Department of Revenue 
(DOR) sent information regarding recent changes in 
Municipal Law, the bulk of which pertains to 
Procurement Law and an increase in the thresholds for 
Chapter 30B funds. 

Likewise, she received notification of changes in 
the Chapter 70 Local Education Aid Formula — changes 
which really don't affect funding for the Town of Marion. 
"I'm not surprised," said Selectman Schaefer. 

Lastly, Ms. Enroth-Whitlock noted that she has 
scheduled meetings with the various department heads 
throughout the week so that she could meet with them all, 
one-on-one, and get to know them and their departments 
better. "I hope to start having monthly meetings 
beginning in April," she said. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 7:22 pm.

money for costly prescription drugs. The Massachusetts 
Department of Veterans Services has informed the 
Commonwealth's veteran population that prescription 
drugs are now available through the VA for only $2 for a 
30-day supply or at no charge if the veteran cannot afford 
to pay In addition to providing state benefits to veterans, 
the Department's responsibility is to inform veterans 
about available benefits either from the state or federal 
governments and to assist in obtaining them. 

According to Commissioner of Veterans Services, 
Tom Kelley: "We want every Massachusetts veteran to 
know there is a new program making available low-cost 
prescription drugs to eligible veterans now available from 
the Veterans Administration — regardless of a veteran's 
economic circumstance or if the need is service-connected.

disability to take advantage of this new program. Veterans 
with a discharge other than dishonorable are eligible to 
enroll in the VA Healthcare System and to see a VA doctor 
to verify the need for a current prescription or 
prescriptions. There is a minimal charge for the visit to the 
VA doctor, usually covered by the veterans' own medical 
insurance plan. The veteran is then required to pay only 
$2 for every 30-day supply of each VA prescribed 
medication. If veterans are either disabled or on a limited 
income, they can visit VA doctors and receive 
prescriptions on a no-fee basis.

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

Artists at Cape Museum 

Of the more than 80 outstanding artists juried into 
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Ghosts of Injustice Past 
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One of the most notorious true crime cases in Massachusetts 
history — running a close second behind the infamous Lizzie 
Borden of Fall River legend — has to be the sensational (and, 
many would argue, overly-hasty) execution of Sacco and Vanzetti, 
two Italian "anarchists" who were convicted of the murders of a 
Braintree paymaster and guard during a holdup in April, 1920 
whichnetted $16,000. Unlike the well-to-do (and quickly acquitted) 
Miss Lizzie, however, the fate of shoemaker Nicola Sacco and fish 
peddler Bartolomeo Vanzetti — both poor immigrants — likely 
had more to do with an anti-Italian prejudice prevalent at the time 
in Boston than any factual evidence introduced in their trial. 

First-time novelist William Brennan of Marion uses that key 
bone of contention in the commonwealth's history as a springboard 
to examine the changing attitudes of those living in and around 
the Hub through the early 20th century in his compelling historical 
novel, A Tattered Coat Upon A Stick. Equal parts portrait of an 
Irish family learning to cope with World War I, prohibition, and 
the Boston police strike; and equal parts true-crime study of 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti, who winds up on death row at the 
Charlestown State Penitentiary — where the novel' s protagonist, 
Emmett Magawley, has secured a politically-appointed job after 
the war — the book is compelling not only for its descriptive 
flashes of local history, but also for its richly-textured portrayal of 
Boston life in the 1920s, where people were decidedly segregated 
by culture, heritage, politics and religion. 

"When I was in my early teens, we were standing around a 
street corner in Brockton ... and these two local guys came by and 
(were) getting really angry," Mr. Brennan explained of his first 
encounter with the names Sacco and Vanzetti. "They were ready 
to fight about whether a couple of Italians ... did it or not. They 
were going to kill each other over something I knew nothing 
about." 

It was this realization of the passioned prejudices and biases 
against certain ethnic groups which eventually inspired Mr. 
Brennan to write his first novel and use the well-known Sacco and 
Vanzetti case to point up past bigotry he encountered throughout 
his own life. 

"I tried to figure out how I could write a novel about the old 
neighborhood," Mr. Brennan said. "I did a sociological study that 
confirmed my old neighborhood was quite typical. They were 
afraid — they were told what to think." 

An avid reader who also remains active in Marion town 
politics, Mr. Brennan counts among his literary influences the 
likes of Mark Twain, Charles Dickens, and Ernest Hemingway — 
and with his impressive and auspicious first novel, it's easy to 
detect an undeniable talent for stylish and descriptive prose 
which is both elegant and readable. I found myself devouring the 
book over a two-day period — a rarity for a slow reader with 
ample distractions to fill my time. 

Like a bound version of the scales of justice itself, Mr. 
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Brennan' s compact and 
concise style effectively 
balances Emmett' s early life 
lessons with the resigned 
acceptance of Vanzetti' s 
ultimate fate — and his 
lasting mark on history. 
Indeed, the latter half of the 
novel plays like an updated 
Shakespearean tragedy in 
which the outcome has 
already been pre- 
determined. With shades of 
Stephen King's prison 
melodrama The Green Mile, 
Mr. Brennan's poignant 
parable serves not only to 
entertain, but hopefully to 
allow us to learn from past 
mistakes. 

And with the seventy-fifth anniversary of the execution fast- 
approaching in 2002, the novel may help add more fuel to the fire 
in pushing for an annulment of the duo's questionable conviction. 

My only minor quibble with the book is that the two halves 
could havebeenbroken out into equally-interesting, self-contained 
novels — one dealing solely with Emmett Magawley' s life growing 
up as an Irish Catholic in Boston in the early 1900s, and the other 
about his eye-opening experiences working in the Charlestown 
State Penitentiary and his eventual befriending of Vanzetti. But I 
don't think that was Mr. Brennan's intention, and it's always a 
good idea to leave your audience "wanting more," as they say. 

To that end, Mr. Brennan is already at work on his next fiction 
venture: a historical novel focusing on the Civil War set in 
Washington, where the author worked for some 30 years with the 
U.S. Department of Energy. 

As for Mr. Brennan's first writing experience, he's thrilled 
that A Tattered Coat Upon A Stick has been selling quite well 
both locally and nationwide, where those interested in the Sacco 
and Vanzetti case have picked it up through online venues such 
as Amazon.com and XLibris.com (which published the book). 
For him, it was all a labor of love and something that he hopes to 
continue and build upon. 

"It took me three-and-a-half years to do the research and 
writing," he said of his literary debut. "I don't work at it full-time, 
(but) I try to work everyday. It's a pleasure ... it's not really work 
in that sense."

Fancy Egg Breakfast 

By Deanna Gugel 

4 large eggs 

1 12 pound small mushrooms 

1 cup diced ham 

3/4 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

3 tablespoons butter 

1/2 cup hot milk 

1/3 cup light cream 

1 tablespoon flour 

1/2 teaspoon lemon juice 

salt and ground white pepper to taste 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. In a 
small saucepan, melt 1 tablespoon of 
butter over medium heat. Remove the 
saucepan from the heat and mix in 
the flour until smooth. Return to the 
stovetop and cook until the mixture 
becomes frothy. Warm the milk until 
hot and stir in to the flour and butter, 
whipping with a wire whisk for a 
couple minutes until the sauce thick- 
ens. 

Add salt and white pepper to taste. 
Clean and dry the mushrooms and cut 
off the stems. Slice into generous 
pieces. Grease the bottom of four 
baking dishes. Grate the Parmesan 
cheese into the bottom of each even- 
ly. Melt the remaining 2 tablespoons 
of butter in a small saucepan and add 
the lemon juice, 1/2 teaspoon salt and 
a shake of white pepper, cooking 
until the mushrooms soften. 

Add the diced ham. Then stir in the 
prepared sauce and the light cream. 
Cook for 10 minutes. Remove from 
the heat and pour evenly into the bak- 
ing dishes. Spoon out a hollow in the 
center of each and break an egg into 
the center. Lightly season with salt 
and pepper. Place the baking dishes in 
the preheated oven and cook for 
about 15 minutes, or until the eggs 
reach desired consistency.

They say that timing is ev- 
erything in life. I don't know 
who "they" are, but when it 
comes to taking possession of 
a newly purchased home, tim- 
ing of the possession is ex- 
tremely important. 

The purchase and sale con- 
tract should be definite when 
possession is to be delivered 
to the buyer. In most cases, it 
will be concurrent with the 
closing. (Congratulations, Mr. 
Smith, here's the key") How- 
ever, occasionally there are 
reasons for giving possession 
prior to or after the closing. 

If there are reasons for clos- 
ing before the seller is ready 



GET THE KEY? 

to deliver possession, the con- 
tract can make provisions for 
this. Normally there should be 
a specific date by which, in 
any event, the seller must de- 
liver possession. There can be 
arrangements expressed in the 
contract whereby the seller 
pays rent to the buyer for the 
time he occupies the premises 
after title has been transferred 
to the buyer. This is definitely 
not a situation to discuss after 
the closing. Make sure it is 
spelled out in the contract 
and agreed to by all parties.

Sickly Sweet

Chocolat. Starring Juliette Binoche and Johnny Depp. 
Directed by Lasse Hallstrom. Running time: 121 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

As soon as I saw the mother and daughter trudging into the 
quaint French village wearing matching red cloaks, I knew Chocolat 
was going to be one of those movies. Whimsical, uplifting, politically 
correct, resolutely unchallenging, predictable right down to the 
floor, Chocolat is the sort of warmed-over, food-oriented "magic 
realism" many otherwise sensible people seem to fall for. It takes the 
radical stance that people should indulge their pleasures, unless 
they're really mean, in which case they should eat some chocolate 
and learn to be nice. 

The matching mother and daughter are Vienne (Juliette Binoche) 
and Anouk (Victoire Thivisol), who seem to be ushered into town by 
a strong wind that apparently tells them when it's time to move on. 
(I felt that wind about half an hour into the movie, but managed to 
resist it.) Many of the locals distrust Vienne and Anouk on sight, 
perhaps because, in this allegedly French village, Binoche and 
Thivisol are almost the only people onscreen who are actually French 
— the cast of colorful French locals includes four Brits, two Swedes, 
and a Canadian (from British Columbia, mind you). I mean, sheesh, 
the allegedly American town in Dancer in the Dark where poor David 
Morse seemed to be the only American around was more credible 
than this crew, who in any event don't act any more French than I do. 

Vienne and her cutie-pie daughter (who, very unfortunately, 
has an imaginary kangaroo friend) settle in and open up a chocola terie. 
The village mayor, Comte de Reynaud (Alfred Molina), reacts as if 
they had opened a whorehouse. This heavily religious mayor, who 
frowns on culinary indulgence during Lent, has nothing else to do 
with his day but go around smearing Vienne's name. She makes 
chocolates! And encourages people to eat them! Good Lord, protect 
us from this concubine of Satan! (Protect us also from writers — 
Robert Nelson Davis, adapting Joanne Harris' book — who 
simplistically equate faith with prudish meanness.) 

Of course, Vienne helps a lot of people. She helps her cranky 
landlady (Judi Dench) to reconcile with her grandson (Aurelien 
Parent Koenig), who has an overprotective mother (Carrie-Anne 
Moss, light-years away from The Matrix). She helps a frazzled, 
abused woman (Lena Olin) who has the misfortune to be married to 




the abusive Peter Stormare. The movie uses both Stormare and Olin 
stupidly; Olin deserves luscious, outsize roles — it's too depressing 
to watch her be gentled into this sort of Spitfire Grill character (come 
to think of it, this entire movie is a fancy-pants version of Spitfire 
Grill) — and Stormare has been cast as a heavy so often that a change 
of pace like his compassionate Dancer in the Dark role is a relief. 

Johnny Depp turns up midway through the film, as some sort 
of Irish pirate; he effortlessly makes his scenes more interesting, 
because you feel that he's just dropping by — the mediocrity of his 
surroundings doesn't stain his clothes much. He, too, plays an 
outcast, andhe comes along at just the right time to catch Vienne's 
eye and inflame tensions in the village even more. The mayor keeps 
grinding his teeth about the moral turpitude of Vienne and her new 
playmate, and everyone unaccountably listens to him; why they 
should do so, when there's no apparent police force in town to back 
him up, is beyond me and probably the screenwriter too. 

Everything leads to a near-tragedy as well as a scene where a 
character dies peacefully in her sleep (no one seems terribly affected 
by this, not even her relatives) — of diabetes, yet, which makes the 
film's chocolate-as-transcendence metaphor look sort of goofy. And 
if you've seen more than one movie, you know what has to happen 
with the mayor — he finally tastes the chocolate, which magically 
cleanses his soul and brightens his attitude, as if he were some 
Rankin-Bass villain who learns to believe in Frosty the Snowman. 
There follows an enormous celebration, with the village streets 
swarming with revellers and fire-breathing, juggling circus acts — 
not bad for a town that had seemed to have a population of about 
fifteen before. All of this smug whimsy gets to be too much, I think, 
for Anouk' s imaginary kangaroo friend, which we see hopping 
away at the end — perhaps in search of another girl who needs 
comfort in another threadbare little fable.
